Municipal  Affairs  has  worked  with  11  other  ministries  to  ensure  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  the  information 
presented.  However,  we  cannot  guarantee  that  all  errors  and  omissions  were  caught.  The  Handbook  is  provided 
for  reference  purposes  only.  Readers  are  referred  to  program  contacts  for  more  detailed  and  definitive  information 
about  each  program. 

The  Handbook  has  been  distributed  to  the  Chief  Elected  Officials  and  Chief  Administrative  Officers  of  Alberta 
municipalities.

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DEFINITIONS 


1)  "Local  Government  Entities"  means  organizations  that  are  established  by  a  municipality  and/or  rely  on  a 
municipality  for  a  substantial  portion  of  their  funding  to  engage  in  activities  related  to  municipal  matters. 
Typical  examples  of  these  organizations  include  library  boards.  Family  and  Comimunity  Support  Services 
(FCSS)  boards,  Agricultural  Service  boards  and  recreational  boards. 

2)  "Municipality"  means  a  city,  town,  village,  summer  village,  municipal  district  or  specialized  municipality  and  for 
the  sake  of  this  document,  may  include  improvement  districts  and  special  areas. 

3)  "Partnership"  can  be  either  an  inter-municipal  partnership  or  a  private-public  partnership  in  which  a 
relationship  exists  between  two  entities  that  are  working  towards  the  same  goal. 

4)  "Cost-sharing  program"  is  a  program  in  which  the  provincial  government  pays  a  certain  portion  of  a  project's 
expenses  and  the  municipality  or  local  government  entity  receiving  financial  assistance  pays  for  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  project's  expenses.  For  example,  some  cost-sharing  programs  consist  of  the  Alberta 
government  paying  75  percent  of  the  respective  project's  expenses  and  the  entity  paying  the  other  25  percent 
of  the  project's  expenses. 

5)  "Capital"  funding  encompasses  the  creation  or  betterment  of  infrastructure  projects,  the  purchase  of 
equipment  and  other  projects  that  are  useful  over  a  period  of  time.  Examples  include  building  restoration  and 
space  construction. 

6)  "Operating"  funding  is  available  for  the  day-to-day  expenses  of  the  program  or  project,  whether  it  is  a  one- 
time or  continuing  program.  Examples  include  professional  fees  or  office  expenses  incurred  for  a  project. 

7)  "Other"  funding  includes  types  of  funding  that  do  not  fall  under  "Capital"  or  "Operating"  funding.  Examples 
include  reimbursement  of  cost  recoveries  or  one-time  start-up  costs. 

8)  "Mixed"  funding  includes  a  combination  of  both  "capital"  and  "operating"  funding. 
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AGRICULTURAL  SERVICE  BOARD 


Objectives: 

To  provide  financial  assistance  to  Agricultural  Service  Boards  in  their  delivery  of  agricultural 
programs  and  services  beneficial  to  the  municipality,  its  ratepayers  and  Alberta. 

Description: 

The  Agricultural  Service  Board  (ASB)  grant  program  supports  Agricultural  Service  Boards  to 
perform  provincially  delegated  responsibilities  concerning  the  enforcement  of  the  Agricultural 
Service  Board  Act,  Weed  Control  Act,  Agricultural  Pests  Act,  Soil  Conservation  Act  and  the 
Livestock  Diseases  Act,  as  well  as  the  development  of  programs  and  services  that  protect, 
sustain  and  improve  agricultural  capability  in  Alberta.  It  provides  financial  incentives  and 
technical  assistance  to  help  the  administration  of  provincial  acts  and  resulting  programs  at 
the  municipal  level.  On  an  annual  basis,  it  distributes  $10.5  million  to  municipalities.

Farm  Based  Grants 


Objectives: 

To  enhance  the  adoption  of  environmentally  sustainable  practices  by  the  agriculture  and 
agri-food  processing  sectors. 

Description: 

The  Alberta  Environmentally  Sustainable  Agriculture  (AESA)  program  is  a  provincially 
funded  program  delivered  by  Agriculture  and  Rural  Development.  AESA  facilitates  the 
adoption  of  environmentally  responsible  management  practices  by  developing  and 
delivering  programs,  tools  and  information.  With  AESA  funding,  municipalities,  producers, 
First  Nations  communities  and  groups,  environmental  groups  and  agencies  concerned  with 
environmental  stewardship  in  agriculture  find  better  ways  to  meet  the  challenges  facing  the 
industry.

AESA  funds  approved  projects  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  to  a  maximum  of  75  percent,  with  25 
percent  funded  by  the  applicant.  The  applicant  cannot  use  in-kind  labour  contributions  for 
its  25  percent  contribution. 

AESA  funding  prioritises  labour  to  develop  and  deliver  local  extension  programs.  Of  the  75 
percent  of  AESA  funds,  the  applicant  may  use  up  to  30  percent  for  operating  expenses  and 
a  minimum  of  70  percent  for  labour  (i.e.  a  dedicated  full-time  or  part-time  position). 

AESA  will  not  accept  applications  requesting  less  than  $20,000  per  year. 

Although  funding  covers  a  three-year  term,  applicants  must  update  AESA  annually  to 

continue  their  eligibility  for  funding. 

Ineligible  expenses: 

•  Honorariums  (e.g.  compensation  for  /  payments  to  board  members) 

•  Hosting  (e.g.  food,  beverages) 

•  Administration  and  overhead  costs  (e.g.  municipal  administrator,  temporary  or  support 
staff,  computers,  phones,  cell  phones,  internet) 

•  Input  costs  (e.g.  fertilizer,  seed,  herbicide) 

•  Maintenance  (e.g.  general  equipment  upkeep,  including  vehicles) 

•  Capital  purchases  and  infrastructure  (e.g.  equipment,  buildings,  fencing,  computer 
software) 

•  Producer  incentives  (e.g.  money  paid  to  producers  for  the  adoption  of  best 
management  practices) 

•  Coverage  for  obtaining  class  4  drivers  license 

•  Coverage  of  Geographic  Information  Systems  (CIS)  program/software/subscriptions 
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•  Promotional  materials  (s.g.  door  prizes,  clothing,  pens,  hats) 

•  Professional  Fees  (e.g.  Alberta  Institute  of  Agrologists,  P.  Eng)  -  the  employer  has  the 
option  to  use  part  of  its  contribution  to  cover  professional  fees.

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MUNICIPAL  INDUSTRIAL  WASTEWATER  INFRASTRUCTURE  FOR 
AGRICULTURAL  PROCESSING  PROGRAM 


Objectives: 

To  assist  municipalities  to  strengthen  and  diversify  their  economic  bases  by  investing  in  the 
water/wastewater  infrastructure  needed  to  accommodate  significant  agricultural  processing 
developments. 

Description: 

The  Municipal  Industrial  Wastewater  Infrastructure  for  Agricultural  Processing  Program 
(MIWIAP)  encourages  shared  funding  of  municipal  industrial  water/wastewater  infrastructure 
and  water/wastewater  infrastructure  feasibility  studies  between  Alberta,  the  municipality  and 
the  private  sector.  MIWIAP  has  identified  the  need  for  industrial  wastewater  infrastructure  as 
an  important  issue,  particularly  for  rural  communities  that  may  not  have  a  sufficient 
population  base  to  absorb  major  infrastructure  investments.

Eligible  entities: 

•  Municipalities  (cities,  towns,  counties,  villages,  summer  villages,  municipal  districts, 
improvement  districts  and  special  areas) 

•  Metis  settlements 

•  Hamlets 

•  Regional  commissions. 

There  is  no  direct  financial  assistance  available  to  private  sector  firms,  as  the  program  only 
supports  municipalities.

To  qualify,  an  infrastructure  project  must  have  eligible  costs  of  at  least  $500,000. 

The  project  must  involve  the  construction  or  expansion  of  municipally  owned 
water/wastewater  infrastructure  to  accommodate  a  significant  agricultural  processing 
development. 

Feasibility  studies  that  assess  the  water/wastewater  infrastructure  options  for  municipalities 
relative  to  eligible  infrastructure  developments  also  qualify  for  program  assistance.

MIWIAP  will  consider  two  levels  of  funding  for  capital  infrastructure  projects: 

•  Level  1  funding  for  all  municipalities  with  a  population  under  40,000: 

•  A  maximum  provincial  grant  of  one-third  of  eligible  project  costs,  with  at  least  two- 
thirds  representing  contributions  equally  shared  between  the  municipality  and  the 
private  sector/industry 

•  The  municipality  may  use  contributions  from  the  private  sector  as  part  of  their  one- 
third  share 

•  The  municipality  may  provide  more  than  one-third  funding  based  on  its  financial 
capacity  and  the  needs  of  the  project  but  all  cases  require  some  private  sector 
investment. 

•  Level  2  funding  for  municipalities  with  populations  greater  than  40,000: 

•  A  maximum  provincial  grant  of  15  percent  of  eligible  capital  costs 

•  MIWIAP  will  determine  the  remaining  funding  to  be  determined  on  a  project  by 
project  basis  with  contributions  required  from  both  the  municipality  and  industry 

•  Level  2  has  similar  criteria  on  the  financial  capacity  of  the  municipality,  project  needs 
and  availability  of  funds  as  does  Level  1. 

Municipalities  may  receive  up  to  one-half  of  eligible  costs  for  feasibility  studies  funding,  to  a 

maximum  of  $50,000  per  study.

•  Must  relate  to  capital  costs  of  new  or  expanded  industrial  water/wastewater  treatment 
systems  related  to  a  confirmed  agricultural  processing  investment 

•  May  be  supply-  and  direct-connections  to  new  or  existing  systems  but  not  water 
distribution  and  collection  systems 

•  May  include  the  cost  of  land  and  site  improvements  related  to  the  project,  such  as  the 
construction  of  lagoons 

•  Municipality  must  own  the  infrastructure 

•  May  include  private  sector  involvement  through  the  management  and/or  operation  of 
water/wastewater  facilities 

•  Capital  infrastructure  projects  (excluding  feasibility  studies)  must  represent  at  least 
$500,000  of  eligible  capital  costs 

•  If  it  serves  municipal  interests,  may  allow  the  completion  of  eligible  infrastructure  on 
agricultural  processing  plant  sites 

•  Eligibility  is  restricted  to  current  industry  needs  and  cost  effectiveness;  the  program  will 
not  fund  projects  or  components  of  projects  constructed  in  anticipation  of  future 
development. 

Criteria  for  eligible  feasibility  studies  to  assess  water/wastewater  treatment  system  options: 

•  Costs  include  fees  and  disbursements  of  qualified  third  party  consultants  associated  with 
assessing  the  feasibility  of  water  and  wastewater  infrastructure  options  available  to 
accommodate  an  eligible  agricultural  processing  investment 

•  Studies  must  relate  directly  to  the  needs  of  a  potential  investor  who  expressed  an 
interest  in  making  an  eligible  agricultural  processing  investment.  Eligible  agricultural 
processing  investments  are  new  major  agricultural  processing  developments  (including  a 
significant  expansion  of  existing  agricultural  processing  plants)  that  demonstrate  positive 
economic  benefit  to  Alberta  and  add  value  to  commodities. 

Ineligible  costs  include  GST,  municipal  labour,  material,  equipment,  as  well  as  administration 
costs  and  costs  of  borrowing  for  the  project.

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FAMILY  AND  COMMUNITY  SUPPORT  SERVICES  PROGRAM 


Objectives: 

To  design  and  deliver  preventive  social  programs  that  promote  and  enhance  the  well-being 
of  individuals,  families  and  communities. 

Description: 

Since  1966,  the  Government  of  Alberta,  participating  municipalities  and  Metis  settlements 
have  jointly  funded  preventive  social  services  for  Albertans  through  the  Family  and 
Community  Support  Services  (FCSS)  Program.  Designed  to  meet  the  preventive  social 
programming  needs  of  the  local  community,  FCSS  projects  and  services  offer  a  range  of 
support  for  people  of  all  ages. 

The  projects  and  services  help  individuals  adopt  healthy  lifestyles  to  improve  their  quality  of 
life  and  build  the  capacity  to  prevent  and/or  deal  with  crises. 

FCSS  emphasizes  local  decision-making  for  programming,  on  the  belief  that  communities 
have  the  desire,  energy  and  resources  to  build  community  capacity.  Each  municipality  or 
Metis  Settlement  determines  how  the  funds  it  receives  best  meet  local  needs.

In  providing  for  the  establishment,  administration  and  operation  of  a  program,  an  entity 
must  do  all  of  the  following: 

•  Promote  and  facilitate  the  development  of  stronger  communities 

•  Promote  public  participation  in  planning,  delivering  and  governing  the  program  and 
services  provided  under  the  program 

•  Promote  and  facilitate  the  involvement  of  volunteers 

•  Promote  efficient  and  effective  use  of  resources 

•  Promote  and  facilitate  cooperation  and  coordination  with  allied  service  agencies. 
Services  provided  under  the  program  must: 

•  Be  of  a  preventive  nature  that  enhances  the  social  well-being  of  individuals  and  families 
through  promotion  or  intervention  strategies  provided  at  the  earliest  opportunity 

•  Do  one  or  more  of  the  following: 

•  Help  people  develop  independence,  strengthen  coping  skills  and  become  more 
resistant  to  crisis 

•  Help  people  develop  an  awareness  of  social  needs 

•  Help  people  develop  interpersonal  and  group  skills  that  enhance  constructive 
relationships 

•  Help  people  and  communities  assume  responsibility  for  decisions  and  actions  that 
affect  them 

•  Provide  supports  that  help  sustain  people  as  active  participants  in  the  community. 
Services  provided  under  the  program  must  not: 

•  Provide  primarily  for  the  recreational  needs  or  leisure  time  pursuits  of  individuals 

•  Offer  direct  assistance,  including  money,  food,  clothing  or  shelter,  to  sustain  an 
individual  or  family 

•  Be  primarily  rehabilitative  in  nature 

•  Duplicate  services  usually  provided  by  a  government  or  government  agency.

FCSS  makes  funds  available  to  all  municipalities  and  Metis  settlements  that  choose  to 
develop  and  deliver  preventive  social  programs. 

Alberta  provides  80  percent  funding  and  municipalities/Metis  settlements  contribute  a 
minimum  20  percent  matching  share. 

FCSS  distributes  funding  quarterly  using  an  established  funding  allocation  model  based  on 
the  population  of  each  participating  municipality  or  Metis  Settlement  (with  an  adjustment  for 
median  income). 

Alberta  calculates  the  maximum  grant  for  each  municipality  annually  in  the  fall  for  the  next 
calendar  year's  funding. 

Metis  settlements  receive  their  funding  concurrently  with  the  provincial  financial  year; 
therefore,  no  adjustments  are  required. 
Program  expenditures  cannot  include: 

•  The  purchase  of  land  or  buildings 

•  The  construction  or  renovation  of  a  building 

•  The  purchase  of  motor  vehicles

To  provide  tax  exemptions  or  rebates  on  fuel  consumed  for  commercial  purposes  at  off-road 
locations  in  Alberta. 


The  Tax  Exempt  Fuel  User  (TEFU)  program,  administered  by  Tax  and  Revenue 
Administration  (TRA),  has  two  components: 

•  Tax-exempt  (marked)  fuel: 

•  To  receive  a  TEFU  certificate,  a  "Declaration  of  Tax  Exempt  Fuel  User"  form  (form 
AT321)  must  be  completed  and  submitted  to  TRA  for  approval 

•  TRA  provides  a  TEFU  certificate  to  approved  entities  which  can  purchase  marked  fuel 
for  use  in  its  unlicensed  equipment  or  for  heating,  as  set  out  In  the  Alberta  Fuel  Tax 
Act 

•  Vendors  will  sell  marked  gasoline  and  diesel  net  of  tax  to  consumers  providing  a 
TEFU  certificate 

•  To  obtain  a  tax  benefit,  the  entity  must  use  marked  fuel  in  unlicensed  equipment  or 
vehicles  unless  it  can  show  to  TRA's  satisfaction  that  it  cannot  reasonably  purchase 
marked  fuel. 

•  TEFU  rebate  applications: 

•  TRA-approved  consumers  of  clear  fuel  can  apply  for  a  rebate  of  Alberta  tax  paid  on 
fuel  consumed  in  eligible  vehicles  /  equipment  in  an  off-road  capacity  for  commercial 
purposes 

•  The  Prescribed  Rebate  Off-road  Percentages  (PROP)  rebate  program: 

•  A  simplified  version  of  the  TEFU  rebates  program  for  specified  industries  and 
categories 

•  Approved  entities  file  their  rebate  applications  online  using  the  prescribed  rebate 
percentage  based  on  the  eligible  activity  and  the  type  of  vehicle  or  equipment. 

Circumstances  can  delay  or  preclude  TRA's  payment  of  a  fuel  tax  rebate: 

•  TRA  can  only  pay  a  rebate  to  an  active  corporation.  For  example,  a  company  struck 
from  the  registry  or  that  previously  dissolved  is  an  inactive  entity. 

•  TRA  can  only  pay  a  fuel  tax  rebate  to  the  successor  corporation  of  an  amalgamated 
entity  that  is  active  on  the  issue  date  of  the  rebate.  This  applies  even  if  the  rebate 
period  predates  the  amalgamation  date.

PROP  eligible  vehicles  and  equipment  include  licensed  or  unlicensed  vehicles  operating  in  one 
of  the  specified  industries  and  performing  one  or  more  of  the  prescribed  activities.  The 
specified  industries  include  oil  and  gas-related  (drilling,  production,  servicing,  geophysical  or 
seismic  exploration)  and  forestry-related.

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TANK  SITE  REMEDIATION  PROGRAM 


Objectives: 

To  provide  partial  funding  assistance  to  owners  of  eligible  current  or  former  retail  gas  station 
sites  to  help  them  with  the  cost  of  bringing  their  sites  into  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Alberta  Fire  Code  and  the  Environmental  Protection  and  Enhancennent  Act. 

Description: 

In  1992,  the  Government  of  Alberta  introduced  changes  to  the  Alberta  Fire  Code  that 
required  the  upgrade  of  all  underground  petroleum  storage  tanks  to  minimize  the  risk  of 
leakage  or  removed  in  accordance  with  the  code.  In  1993,  the  new  Environmental  Protection 
and  Enhancement  Act  required  owners  of  properties  contaminated  by  petroleum  products  to 
remediate  their  properties  to  meet  Alberta  Environment  standards.  These  new  requirements 
created  a  financial  burden  for  owners  of  current  and  former  retail  gas  station  sites  who  were 
required  to  comply  with  these  legislative  and  regulatory  requirements. 
In  October  2000,  the  Government  of  Alberta  introduced  the  Underground  Petroleum  Storage 
Tank  Site  Remediation  Program  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  remediate  contamination 
related  to  underground  petroleum  storage  tanks.  This  program  closed  to  new  applicants  in 
March  2002. 

As  more  tank  sites  may  be  contaminated,  the  Government  of  Alberta  has  allocated  $50 
million  to  a  new  Tank  Site  Remediation  Program.  This  Program  provides  additional  grants  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $50,000  to  owners  from  the  original  program  to  complete  remediation  of 
their  sites  and  a  new  grant  up  to  a  maximum  of  $160,000,  to  municipalities  and  owners  of 
small  retail  gas  station  operations  who  would  have  been  eligible  under  the  original  program. 

Eligible 
Entities: 

Eligible  applicants  include  municipalities  and  owners  of  small  retail  gas  stations  that  met  the 
eligibility  criteria  of  the  previous  program. 

Eligible  sites  must  have  had  a  tank  installed  before  the  Alberta  Fire  Code  amendments  of 
September  1,  1992. 

Small  retail  gas  station  operations  are  defined  as  those  owners  with  five  or  fewer  retail  fuel 
sites. 

The  program  does  not  include  large  retailers  or  non-retail  operations  such  as  trucking 
operations,  bulk  fuel  plants  and  municipally  owned-and-operated  refuelling  depots. 
The  program  also  excludes  small  retail  gas  stations  that  have  been  out  of  service  for  more 
than  two  years  and  still  have  tanks  in  the  ground  unless  they  are  within: 

•  500m  of  a  water  well 

•  200m  of  surface  water 

•  150m  of  an  underground  structure  that  has  a  subsurface  depth  of  greater  than  five 
metres  and  is  accessible  to  the  public  (e.g.  a  subway  station  or  parking  garage) 

•  One  of  the  specified  23  municipalities  with  sensitive  groundwater  resources.

•  Removal  and  disposal  of  old  tanks  and  piping 

•  Monitoring  costs  related  to  a  risk  management  remediation  plan 

•  Initial  tank  and  line  leakage  test  for  operating  gas  stations 

•  Removal  and  disposal  of  paving  or  surface  material  covering  underground  tanks 
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•  Non-refundabie  GST. 

Ineligible  work  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to  the  following: 

•  Preparation  of  consultant  proposals  and  claim  submittals 

•  Legal  fees 

•  Second  and  subsequent  tank  and  line  leakage  tests 

•  Remediation  to  a  level  more  stringent  than  the  current  environmental  standards 

•  Aboveground  tanks;  waste  oil  tanks 

•  Removal  and/or  replacement  of  fuel  pumps  and  equipment 

•  Upgrading  and  or  replacement  of  tanks,  piping,  dispensing  equipment  or  other  items  not 
related  to  remediation  of  contaminated  material 

•  Repairs  and  maintenance  of  tanks  and  lines 

•  Remediation  of  contaminants  other  than  hydrocarbons 

•  Removal  or  treatment  of  soil  or  water  that  is  not  contaminated 

•  Repaving,  re-concreting  and  re-landscaping 

•  Building  demolition  or  reconstruction 

•  Loss  of  business,  interest  payments 

•  Remediation  contractor's  waiting  charges  and  all  other  similar  costs 

•  Removal  and/or  support  of  canopies  and 

•  Third  party  claims.

Objectives:    To  distribute  funds  to  support  municipalities  without  conditions. 

Description: 

The  program  was  established  in  1994  to  maximize  municipal  flexibility  by  eliminating 
conditions  on  a  number  of  provincial  grants.  It  started  with  five  former  conditional  and 
unconditional  grant  programs  -  the  Municipal  Assistance  Grant,  the  Municipal  Police 
Assistance  Grant,  the  Public  Transit  Operating  Assistance  Grant,  the  Urban  Parks  Operating 
Grant  and  the  Family  and  Community  Support  Services  Program.  The  Family  and 
Community  Support  Services  component  was  returned  to  Family  and  Social  Services  (now 
Children  and  Youth  Services)  on  April  1,  1996.  The  Municipal  Assistance  Grant  was 
discontinued  on  April  1,  1998.  The  Police  Assistance  Grant  was  transferred  to  the  Solicitor 
General  on  April  1,  2004,  for  the  new  Policing  Grant  Program. 
The  program  now  combines  funds  under  two  previous  programs: 

•  Public  Transit  Operating  Assistance  Grant  from  Infrastructure  and  Transportation.  This 
program  included  two  components  -  a  regular  transit  grant  and  a  specialized 
transportation  grant  for  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities. 

•  Urban  Parks  Operating  Grant  from  Community  Development.

Affordable  Supportive  Living  Initiative 


Objectives: 

To  encourage  the  development  of  affordable  supportive  living  environments 
accommodating  seniors  and  persons  with  disabilities  who  require  a  combination  of  health, 
personal  care  and  accommodation  services  to  enable  them  to  age  in  their  communities.

Objectives: 

To  support  communities  in  delivering  crime  prevention  initiatives  and  programs  that 
address  local  crime  concerns.  The  grant  program  is  available  to  support  crime  prevention 
projects  targeting  the  following  priority  groups  and  issues:

Description: 

The  Alberta  Community  Crime  Prevention  (ACCP)  Grant  Program,  a  part  of  Alberta's  Crime 
Prevention  Strategy,  was  founded  on  recommendations  arising  from  the  1999  Alberta 
Summit  on  Justice. 

Situational  crime  prevention  approaches  aim  to  deter  criminal  behaviour  or  make  criminal 
acts  more  difficult  to  commit.  This  approach  focuses  on  reducing  opportunities  for  crime, 
increasing  the  risk  of  detection  and  reducing  the  rewards  resulting  from  a  criminal  act. 
Crime  prevention  through  social  development  focuses  on  the  social  and  economic  factors 
that  place  individuals  at  risk  to  commit  crimes  or  become  victims.

Ineligible  initiatives  include: 

•  Events  or  spending  that  occurs  before  the  application  is  approved  and  the  contract  is

particularly  if  there  is  no  privacy  impact  review  completed 

•  Projects  that  plan  to  send  grant  monies  to  another  organization  for  third  party  use.

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ALBERTA  COMMUNITY  RESTORATIVE  JUSTICE  GRANT  PROGRAM 


Objectives: 

The  Alberta  Community  Restorative  Justice  (ACRJ)  Grant  program  supports  the  delivering  of 
restorative  justice  programs  and  enhances  the  community's  capacity  for  this  to  occur. 

Description: 

During  the  1999  Alberta  Summit  on  Justice,  delegates  recommended  that  victims  be  given  a 
more  meaningful  role  in  the  justice  process  and  that  they  have  equal  status  with  accused 
persons  and  offenders.  Delegates  suggested  that,  by  using  restorative  justice  processes, 
offenders  should  be  directly  accountable  to  the  community  and  to  the  individuals  harmed  by 
their  actions. 

The  Solicitor  General  and  Public  Security  developed  a  Community  Justice  Policy  based  on 
restorative  justice  principles.  The  policy  commits  the  Government  of  Alberta  to  work  in 
partnership  with  communities,  grassroots  agencies  and  other  government  ministries  to 
make  restorative  justice  processes  more  widely  available  in  Alberta  and  to  improve 
outcomes  for  Albertans  affected  by  crime  and  victimization.

The  ACRJ  grant  program  enhances  community  capacity  to  deliver  restorative  justice 
processes  throughout  Alberta. 

ACRJ  will  evaluate  that  projects  applying  for  grants: 

•  Address  an  identifiable  issue  or  concern,  or  meet  an  identifiable  gap  in  existing  justice 
services 

•  Are  strategic  or  targeted,  i.e.  targeted  initiatives  will  receive  greater  weight  than  those 
more  general  in  nature

•  Adhere  to  the  accepted  principles  of  restorative  justice 

•  Have  project  plans  and  demonstrated  organizational  capacity  to  deliver  services. 
Restorative  justice  proposals  must: 

•  Complement  existing  community  safety  initiatives 
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•  Advance  the  principles  and  application  of  restorative  justice  as  endorsed  by  the  Ministry 

•  Promote  safer  communities  in  partnership  with  the  justice  system 

•  Demonstrate  benefits  to  victims,  offenders  and  the  community 

•  Have  support  from  the  local  police  service.  Chief  Crown  Prosecutor,  victims'  groups, 
other  referral  agencies  and  where  appropriate,  other  criminal  justice  officials, 
community  groups  or  fellow  restorative  justice  practitioners. 

Successful  applicants  must  enter  into  a  funding  agreement.

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MUNICIPAL  POLICING  ASSISTANCE  GRANT 


Objectives: 

To  help  communities  meet  the  costs  of  policing  services. 

Description: 

The  Municipal  Policing  Assistance  Grant  (MPAG)  ensures  that  municipalities  have  adequate 
and  effective  policing  and  policing  oversight.  The  program  helps  in  implementing  provincial 
policing  initiatives  and  enhances  policing  services  to  the  citizens. 

Eligible 
Entities: 

Municipalities  (cities,  towns  and  urban  service  areas  of  specialized  municipalities  with 
populations  over  5,000).

The  applicant  cannot  use  the  MPAG  funds  for  expenditures  currently  funded  under  the  Alberta 
Municipal  Infrastructure  Program,  including  construction  and  major  renovations  of  police 
buildings,  or  in  some  instances,  the  replacement  of  central  communications  systems  and/or 
computerized  information  management  equipment. 
All  municipalities  that  pay  for  their  own  policing  qualify  for  this  program. 
Recipients  must  report  how  they  used  the  grant  funds.

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VICTIM  PROGRAM  GRANTS 


Objectives: 

To  provide  information  and  assistance  to  victims  of  crime  currently  involved  in  the  criminal 
justice  process. 

Description: 

The  program  grants  established  under  the  Victims  of  Crime  Act  provides  operating  funds  to 
organizations  that  provide  services  to  victims  of  crime  involved  with  the  criminal  justice 
process.  A  Victims  of  Crime  Program  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Solicitor  General, 
evaluates  applications  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  Minister  regarding  the  provision  of 
grants. 

Eligible 
Entities: 

Eligible  entities  include  organizations  supported  by  their  community  to  provide  programs  and 
services  that  benefit  victims  of  crime  involved  with  the  criminal  justice  process. 
Police-based  programs  using  volunteers  for  program  delivery  will  receive  priority  for  funding. 

Project 
Eligibility 
Criteria: 

Eligible  projects  must: 

•  Benefit  victims  of  crime,  including  the  provision  of  support,  information  about  the 
criminal  justice  system  and  benefits  available  to  victims  (e.g.  the  Financial  Benefits 
Program,  Requesting  Restitution  Program  and  Victim  Impact  Statements) 

•  Provide  referrals  to  community  organizations  that  assist  victims  of  crime  and  help  victims 
prepare  to  attend  court 

•  Apply  the  principles  outlining  the  treatment  of  victims  contained  in  the  Victims  of  Crime 
Act  and  further  defined  in  the  Victims  of  Crime  Protocol 

•  Demonstrate  that  they  have  received  or  are  seeking  other  sources  of  funding. 

In  addition  to  a  pre-application  interview  and  a  formal  application  form,  applicants  must 
produce  letters  of  support  from  the  police.  Crown  and  other  members  of  the  criminal  justice 
system,  as  well  as  significant  community  organizations.

Victims  of  Crime  grants  are  one  source  of  operating  funds  for  police-based  victim  service 
units  and  support  costs  such  as  salaries,  training  expenses,  vehicle  mileage  and  volunteer 
appreciation. 

Financial

Available: 

The  Committee  will  consider  one  initiative  per  applicant  per  year. 

It  will  award  a  maximum  grant  of  $150,000.  Edmonton  and  Calgary  police-based  victim 
service  units  may  receive  a  maximum  of  $300,000. 

The  Victims  of  Crime  Program  Committee  and  the  Minister  may  recommend  and  award  an 
amount  less  than  that  requested  by  the  applicant. 

A  base  funding  calculation  applies  to  police-based  programs  only.  These  programs  must 
apply  for  the  funding  and  comply  with  the  Service  Guidelines  for  Police  Based  Programs 
(included  with  the  application  package). 

The  formula  used  to  calculate  base  funding  for  eligible  programs: 

•  Allocates  a  specified  amount  from  the  Victims  of  Crime  Fund  to  police-based  programs 
that  provide  services  (as  outlined  in  the  Service  Guidelines  for  Police  Based  Programs) 

•  Uses  an  amount  per  crime  calculated  using  all  crime  statistics  from  Uniform  Crime  Report 
data  submitted  by  all  police  services. 

Programs  eligible  for  base  funding  can  access  a  minimum  of  $15,000;  applicants  will  receive 
the  current  base  funding  figure  during  the  pre-application  interview. 

Police-based  units  may  apply  for  discretionary  funding  over  the  base  funding  amount  if  any  of 
the  following  factors  apply: 

•  Large  geographical  area  /  low  population  density  (recognizes  distance,  remoteness  and 
costs  incurred  for  travel  and  training) 
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•  Unique  demographics  (recognizes  additional  costs  for  developing  /  delivering  specialized 
programs  to  meet  needs) 

•  Weak  economic  base  (recognizes  limitations  of  tiie  community  for  financial  support) 

•  Lacl<  of  other  support  services  (recognizes  that  a  wide  range  of  services  are  provided) 

•  New  programs/initiatives  (recognizes  new  programs,  program  expansion  and 
enhancement) 

•  Other  special  circumstances  identified  by  the  applicant. 

Specialized  community  initiatives  that  are  not  police-based,  but  benefit  distinct  categories  of 
victims,  can  also  apply  for  grants;  all  funding  for  these  programs  is  discretionary. 
Multi-year  Funding  of  up  to  three  years  may  be  considered  where  an  established  program 
has: 

•  Operated  successfully  for  three  consecutive  years  in  partnership  with  Alberta  Solicitor 
General  and  Public  Security 

•  Met  the  conditions  of  previous  funding  agreements 

•  Demonstrated  sound  fiscal  and  management  practices. 

The  applicant  must  direct  grant  monies  toward  program  operating  costs  only.  The  following 
are  not  eligible  for  funding: 

•  Capital  purchases  (e.g.  furniture,  photocopiers,  vehicles) 

•  Debt  reduction 

•  Programs  within  another  government  ministry's  funding  mandate  (e.g.  emergency 
accommodation) 

•  Lobbying  activities 

•  Counselling  /  treatment  programs 

•  Programs  duplicating  services  already  provided  by  another  agency 

•  Costs  resulting  from  a  legal  action.

Objectives: 

To  provide  financial  assistance  to  municipalities  incurring  extraordinary  costs  to  fight 
wildfires.

The  Municipal  Wildfire  Assistance  Program  is  a  joint  initiative  between  the  Alberta 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (AEMA)  and  Sustainable  Resource  Development  (SRD). 
The  program  aims  to  reduce  the  risk  and  losses  associated  with  wildfires.  Municipalities 
receive  financial  assistance  when  they  incur  extraordinary  costs  to  fight  wildfires. 
A  wildfire  is  any  unplanned  or  unwanted  wild  land  fire  that  burns  in  forested  or  grassland 
areas  in  Alberta  other  than  the  Alberta  Forest  Protection  Area  or  on  federal  lands.

The  program  effectively  provides  the  funding  by  reducing  costs  billed  by  SRD  by  75  percent 
after  the  municipality  reaches  the  $25  per  capita  limit.

Objectives: 

To  provide  financial  assistance  for  the  construction  of  nnunicipa!  water  supply  and  treatment, 
wastewater  treatment  and  disposal  facilities. 

Description: 

The  Alberta  Municipal  Water  /  Wastewater  Partnership  Program  (AMWWP)  ensures  that 
Albertans  have  access  to  safe  water  supplies  and  adequate  wastewater  treatment.  This 
program  enhances  life  in  smaller  urban  centers  and  allows  municipalities  to  attract 
development  to  their  communities. 

Three  initiatives  may  effect  funding  for  a  particular  municipality  under  this  program: 

•  The  Water  /  Wastewater  Studies  Initiative  (WWSI)  provides  financial  assistance  to 
eligible  municipalities  reviewing  and/or  identifying  their  water/wastewater  needs 

•  The  Water  Conservation  Initiative  encourages  water  conservation  and  consumption-

AMWWP  does  not  fund  the  following: 

•  Water  distribution  and/or  sewage  collection  systems 

•  Municipal  labour  and  equipment 

•  Administrative  costs 

•  GST  applicable  to  the  project.

For  communities  with  a  population  over  1,000  (to  a  maximum  population  of  45,000), 
AMWWP  calculates  grant  percentage  ratios  by  a  formula  -  the  percentage  ratio  declines  as 
the  population  increases. 

Eligible  entities  apply  for  funding  on  a  project-by-project  basis. 

AMWWP  may  provide  funding  for  regional  facilities  (i.e.  serving  more  than  one  municipality) 
where  a  regional  concept  is  more  cost-effective  and  environmentally  sound  than  a  stand- 
alone system.  These  approved  Regional  Water  Systems  receive  10  percent  additional 
funding. 

All  eligible  entities  are  subject  to  the  Water  Conservation  Initiative.  Municipalities  with  no 
metering  in  place  and  an  average  annual  consumption  that  exceeds  the  norm  for  the  area 
could  be  subject  to  a  10  percent  reduction  in  grants  received.  The  initiative  applies  to  both 
water  and  wastewater  projects.

To  provide  financial  assistance  to  local  municipal  road  authorities  for  roadways  effected  by 
the  resource  industry. 

Description: 

The  Resource  Road  Program  (RRP)  aims  to  improve  the  movement  of  goods  and  people 
associated  with  new  or  expanded  processing  facilities,  resource  and  other  industries, 
intensified  farming  operations  or  high  throughput  grain  elevators. 

The  program  applies  to  local  roads  and  bridges,  including  intersection  improvements  with 
provincial  highways. 

Eligible 
Entities: 

•  Municipalities  (municipal  districts,  special  areas,  towns,  villages  and  summer  villages) 

•  Metis  settlements 

•  Any  area  of  a  specialized  municipality  outside  the  defined  urban  service  area 

Project 
Eligibility 
Criteria: 

Transportation  of  goods  and  people  must  relate  to  new  processing  facilities,  intensified 
farming  operations,  resource-based  industrial  development  or  high  throughput  grain 
elevators  that  began  operation  or  expanded  in  2006  or  later. 

At  least  25  trucks  per  day  on  average  during  any  three-month  period  must  use  the  road. 
If  the  current  total  traffic  volumes  exceed  400  vehicles  per  Annual  Average  Day  Traffic 
(AADT),  the  program  may  also  fund  paving  as  part  of  the  project. 

The  municipality  must  use  private  sector  contractors  and  suppliers  to  carry  out  all  work 
claimed  under  this  program. 

Any  road  constructed  or  improved  under  the  program  must  be  open  for  use  by  all  publicly 
licensed  vehicles  and  not  subject  to  municipal  general  user  fees. 

RRP  will  prioritize  eligible  projects  on  a  provincial  basis,  with  the  highest-priority  projects 
receiving  approvals  commensurate  with  the  available  budget. 

Approved  projects  may  receive  funding  in  trust,  with  any  interest  earned  applied  towards 
the  project. 

The  program  will  not  fund  the  following: 

•  Projects  currently  underway 

•  Roads  where  municipalities  currently  charge  or  plan  to  charge  general  user  fees 

•  Projects  primarily  intended  for  local  (i.e.  residential,  recreational  and  farm)  traffic 

•  Purchase  of  land  or  fencing 

•  Payment  of  crop  damages 

•  Utility  relocations 

•  Municipality's  administration  costs  and  legal  fees 

•  GST  applicable  to  the  project.

RURAL  TRANSPORTATION  GRANT 


Objectives: 

To  assist  rural  municipalities  in  developing  a  network  of  roads  to  a  uniform  standard 
corresponding  to  demand  and  need,  to  increase  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public  and  to 
ensure  required  engineering  is  undertaken  for  approved  projects.

The  Rural  Transportation  Grant  (RTG)  allows  municipalities  to  meet  the  heavy  traffic 
demand  and  the  need  for  improved  and  expanded  local  road  systems.

RTG  provides  for  the 
hiring  of  private  engineering  consultants  for  survey,  design  and  supervision  work  for 
roadway  construction  projects.

To  provide  financial  assistance  for  transportation  capital  projects.

The  Streets  Improvement  Program  (SIP)  provides  cost-shared  grants  to  help  fund  lasting 
street  improvements,  to  enhance  life  in  rural  centres  and  to  attract  the  decentralization  of 
industry.

Entities  with  a  population  less  than  300  may  receive  a  base  grant  of  $8,000  plus  $33.33  per 
capita .
